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City Buys Building For New Library 


Two members of the Elba 
City Council were absent Tues- 
day night for the regular 
meeting of the city fathers, Both 
Councilmen John Sharpless and 
Cleo Hawkins reported conflicts 
that prevented them from at- 
tending the routine meeting. 

The main order of business 
was the final approval of a 
long-discussed proposal to pur- 
chase the office building of Dr. 
J.M. Kimmey for conversion 
‘nto a public library, The 
motion to accept+the offer was 
approved unanimously. 

Dr. Kimmey had made the 
offer to sell the building to the 
city for $50,000 last year when 
he decided to retire from 
medical practice. He told city 
fathers he wanted the money 
over a five-year period, with 
interest on the unpaid balance 
at 6%. He also indicated he 
would donate $5,000 to the 
project himself. There will also 
be some furniture that was used 
in the office that will be donated 
to the city library. 


The scheduled date for the 
takeover by the city and library 
is March 1. Tentative plans call 
for some renovation to be done 
before the library facilities are 
moved; however, no formal 
plans have been made for this 
work, 


The Council failed to take 
any action on a proposal by 
Mayor Robert Folsom to pur- 
chase approximately 52 acres of 
land near the city limits as an 
industrial site. The land, east of 
Elba, borders the railroad and is 
owned by the Mulberry Baptist 
Association. Folsom told the 


-souncil the group... wanted 


$65,000 for the property and 
was going to sell it Saturday to 
someone, Members of the 
Council noted some members of 
the Association indicated they 
were opposed to the sale. 
Councilman Dud English re- 
quested the land be appraised 
before the city made any offer. 
Ultimately Folsom agreed to get 
one or more members of the 
directors of the Association to 
attend a special meeting and to 
get the land appraised prior to 
the meeting.

From Jail 


.aCoffee County Sheriff Brice 
Paul reported Tuesday — the 
recapture of two inmates that 
had apparently escaped from 
the county jail the night before. 
The escape is ‘‘apparent’’ be- 
cause Paul stated he didn’t 
know for sure how the two got 
out of the cell. 

Ronnie Allen Boothe, age 
18, of New Brockton, was 
recaptured between Elba and 
New Brockton by Deputy John 
White as he walked across a 
field. He was serving time on 
two counts of 2nd degree 
burglary and was awaiting trial 
on another charge of escape 
when he reportedly removed a 
screen from a downstairs bath- 
room window and escaped. That 
time he was caught on the 
highway between Elba and New 
Brockton, attempting to bicycle 
to his home. 

The other missing prisoner 
was Robert Tillis, age 22, of 
Enterprise, who reportedly was 
serving time for burglary and 
Grand Larceny. He was cap- 
tured in Enterprise by members 
of the Enterprise Police Depart- 
ment and the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. Paul said Tillis was in a 
mobile home near White's 
grocery, talking with a female at 
the time of his capture. Report- 
edly, he had left the jail to visit a 
sick mother. 

Sheriff Paul said he wasn’t 
sure just how the men escaped, 
but suspected they somehow 
jammed the lock on the door so 
that it didn’t lock when closed 
by the jailer. However, the two 
told Paul the jailer left the door 
unlocked. Law officers are 
continuing the investigation into 
the escape.

Authority 


The Elba Housing Authority 
was notified Tuesday of a 
$33,350 grant from the Depart- 
ment of Housing & Urban 
Development (HUD), Mrs. 
Mary Flowers, Executive Dir- 
ector of the public housing 
authority, explained the money 
was a ‘“‘performance funding 
operating subsidy” to offset the 
increased utility expense exper- 
ienced by the Authority.

Marijuana Harmful To 


The Lungs 


The smoking of marijuana is 
increasing so fast among teen- 
agers that it is now almost as 
common as cigarette smoking. 

In the latest government 
survey, 16 percent of teenagers 
between ages 12 and 17 
reported they smoked marijuana 
regularly, while 22 percent said 
they smoked cigarettes. Eight 
percent of the 12 to 13-year-olds 
had smoked marijuana at least 
once; and half this group were 
current users. 

Although children under the 
age of 12 were not surveyed, 
many of the teenagers surveyed 
said they first tried marijuana, 
and started smoking it regularly 
while they were still in grade 
school, 


Most teenagers believe 
marijuana is harmless and 
relaxing. But, says the 
American Lung Association, 
this belief--once widely felt 
about cigarette smoking--may 


be mistaken. 

According to the lung 
association, new research 
suggests that marijuana smoke 
can interfere with the defense of 
the lungs, leaving them open to 
infection. Marijuana smoke also 
can severly inflame the smaller 
airways of the lungs. Some 
researchers suspect the effects 
to marijuana smoke may be 
even worse than cigarette 
smoke, especially since it 
contains more cancer-causing 
substances than the smoke of 
cigarettes.

Two Flu Viruses Holds Threat This 


Winter 


This winter, two especially 
potent influenza viruses have 
been circling the globe.. Except 
during last winter, this has 
never happened before. 

The two are type A flu 
viruses, a virulent form that can 
cause worldwide epidemics. 
Ususlly, one flu virus of the type 
A variety supplants another. 
But so far, the Russian flu virus 
and A/Victoria are co-existing, 
although the Russian flu virus 
seems to be becoming domi- 
nant. 

The Russian flu virus, which 
cropped up in 1977, appears to 
be identical with another flu 
virus that circulated in 1950 and 
after a few years disappeared 
for almost a quarter of a 
century. ‘‘Fingerprints’’ of the 
inner core of the Russian flu 
virus show its astonishing 
similarity to the 1950 version. 
Some scientists have suggested 
the virus might have been 


frozen somewhere during the 
intervening years and then 
suddenly re-emerged intact. 

Most influenza, says the 
American Lung Association, can 
be prevented by vaccination. 
Vaccines are made up yearly 
from the major viral strains that 
are expected to cause illness 
that year. A yearly vaccination 
has been found to be 70 to 90 
percent effective in preventing 
flu. 

Adults or children with 
chronic lung disease, heart 
disease, chronic kidney disease, 
diabetes, and disorders of the 
body's chemical process are 
especially susceptible to the flu. 
So is everyone over 65.

Move Moscow Olympics or 
Hold World Peace Olympiad 


The recent Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan has made 
U.S. participation in the 1980 
Summer Olympic Games im- 
possible if the games are not 
moved from Moscow. 

I strongly support the 
President's call for shifting 
the games from Russia and I 
voted for the resolution call- 
ing upon the International 
Olympic Committee to do so. 

However, thousands of 
American and other athletes 
from around the world have 
trained for many years for the 
1980 Olympics. To sacrifice 
their efforts is neither 
desirable or necessary. 

Therefore, I have in- 
troduced a resolution calling 
upon the U.S. Olympic Com- 
mittee to work with the Olym- 
pic Committees of other 
peaceful nations to establish 
a ‘World Peace Olympiad” if 
the Olympics are not moved 
from Moscow. 

A World Peace Olym- 
piad would allow athletes 

from peace-loving, non- 
aggressive nations to compete 
with one another in a true at- 
mosphere of peace and 
sportsmanship in the spirit of 
the original Olympics. 

Historically, the purpose 
of the Olympics was to foster 
world peace and understan- 
ding through athletic com- 
petition, By its unprovoked 
invasion of Afghanistan, the 
Russians have flagrantly 
violated international law and 
have made a mockery of the 


noble purpose of the Olym- 
pics. 

Holding a_ separate 
World Peace Olympics would 
cause serious problems for 
the Soviet Union. Kremlin 
leaders have heralded the 
coming of the Olympics with 
such fervor at home that it 
would be difficult for them to 
explain to the Russian people 
why the games are not being 
held or not well-attended. 

We need only look back 
to the 1936 Olympics as a 
propaganda medium in an at- 
tempt to make legitimate his 
Nazi government and foreign 
ageressions. I am confident 
the Russians have the same 
objective in mind. 

The United Nations 
voted overwhelmingly to con- 
demn the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan and I believe a 
large number of nations 
would support a World Peace 
Olympiad. 
’ By moving or boycotting 
the Moscow Olympics, the 
nations of the world will not 
only be demonstrating their 
condemnation of the Soviet 
invasion, but would also be 
reaffirming the unqualified 
right of political and religious 
self-determination possessed 
by all sovereign nations. 

We have been playing 
hardball wth the Russians by 
embargoing wheat sales. 
There is no reason we should 
begin to play softball with 
them on the Olympics.

Taylor Hill Missionary Baptist Church is located on U.S. 
Highway 84, about four miles west of Elba in Coffee County. The 
church developed from prayer meetings and preaching services 
conducted by Rev. Ben Benson, who was the pastor of the Newbia 
Baptist Church. He was assisted by other members of Newbia. The 
church agreed to help organize the mission, but stated it would not 
be able to contribute any money to the project. 


The first services were held in the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Victor Adcock, and later in other homes of the community. These 
services were led by Rey. Benson, and by James and Dick Adcock, 
and perhaps others. For a short time the mission went by the name 
of Babylon. 


The name was changed at the suggestion of Albert L. 
Strozier, Director of Missions of the Coffee County Baptist 


Association. It was given the name, Taylor Hill, after Mr. and Mrs. ' 


W.M. Taylor gave the lot on which the church building was erected. 
It is not known who suggested that name. 


On the 4th Sunday in October of 1957, an offering was taken 
toward the cost of erecting a building. At first, the preaching 
services were held on Sunday afternoon, Later they were changed 
to 8 o'clock on Sunday morning, when Rev. Benson would speak; 
and to Sunday evening when Dick Adcock would bring the message. 


In late summer of 1958, a tent belonging to the Coffee 
County Baptist Association was erected and used for the services. A 
Vacation Bible School was conducted under the leadership of Rev. 
Benson, with an enrollment of 40 and an average attendance of 30. 
A little later, revival services were held with a different speaker 
each evening. 


Mrs. Lema B. Taylor was elected treasurer, and Mrs. Agnes 
Flowers clerk. Mr. Leon Flowers and Mr. Gordon Capps were 
selected to be deacons. 


In August of 1958, Rey. Auburn Hayes ‘preached in revival 
services over a weekend in the tent, About the same time, Rev. Ben 
Benson resigned as pastor of the mission. The work was carried on 
for a time by James and Dick Adcock. 


Mrs. Flowers resigned as clerk, and Mrs. Mattie Adcock was 
selected to fill that position. 


The church building was started in the Fall of 1958, and the 
first service in the building was held on February 8, 1959. Much of 
the construction was done by members and others in the 
community. They worked in their spare time and in the evenings 
after getting off from their jobs. 


The mission was organized into a Baptist Church on Sunday 
afternoon June 7, 1959, at 2:30. Albert L. Strozier served as 
Moderator of the service, and Miss Mary Jo Capps as Clerk. Other 
ministers taking part in the service were Rev. Ben Benson, Rev. 
J.W. Eady, James Adcock, Lee Johnson, Dick Adcock and Curtis 
Jones. 


Visiting laymen on the council were J. Horace Smith, Fred 
Goodson, B.J. Wilkes and Monroe Mynard, all of Mt. Pleasant; 
S.W. Nelson, Max Reeves and Glen Green of Cool Springs; Wade

When saving energy in the 
home, remember, layers create 
insulating dead air space. So, 
additional liners or draperies 
reduce energy loss through 
windows. 

If draperies aren't lined, a 
Separate lining can be hung 
behind them. This may be 
made of closely woven polished 
cotton fabric with an acrylic or 
foam backing which adds insul- 
ative value, And it may have a 
silver material which reflects 
the cold. Linings from this 
material may be purchased or 
made at home. 

Shades reduce heat loss, 
since they fit closely to the 
window. If they're installed on 
the facing, they need to overlap 
at least one inch on either side. 
Or, they ‘may be installed inside 

~the facing so they can be pulled 
down at night and up out of 
sight during the day.

CHILD'S EATING HABITS 

Have you ever reached your 
wit’s end because your young 
child won't eat? Feeding 
problems generally fall into one 
of two categories: refusal to eat 
a particular food; or failure to 
develop mealtime practices, 
Either problem may be the 
result of the mother’s attitude 
about what fooas her child 
should eat. 

For example, many mothers 
are concerned when their child- 
ren have poor appetites. There 
are many explanations for this, 
other than the child is sick, 
Confusion over eating ‘‘well’’ 
with eating ‘‘less’’ is frequently 
the basis for concern. As a child 
becomes two years old, his 
growth slows down and he 
doesn’t need as much food. 
Also, just as with adults, it’s 
normal for a child’s appetite to 
vary from day to day. j 

In children, food likes and 
dislikes often change without 
warning. If no one in the family 
makes it seem important, the 
child will probably outgrow the 
dislike. If your child definitely 
dislikes a food, offer a similar 
food to replace it. Or, preparing 
the food in a different way may 
change his attitude. Children 
like pretty colors, foods that are 
crisp and crunchy, warm food, 
and foods that are bite-sized so 
they don’t have to struggle to 
eat them. 

Get children to eat vege- 
tables by keeping servings 
small. Serve some vegetables 
taw. Many children prefer raw 
carrots, green peppers and 
celery to cooked ones. Don’t 
overcook vegetables. Overcook- 
ing causes any vegetable to lose 
texture, color, flavor and some 
nutrients.

MONEY MANAGEMENT 

Keeping family spending in 
line while meeting all the needs 
of a growing family during 
inflation is a real challenge. But 
here is a way to do it. 

Set limits on family spend- 
ing. There is no magic formula. 
Every family must impose its 
own limits and plan spending 
according to its means, needs 
and wants. 

Meet essential living costs 
before planning any major new 
expenditures. Essential costs 
include shelter, food, household 
operating expenses, transporta- 
tion, clothing and insurance. 
Providing for these things may 
leave only 10 to 25 percent of the 
income. 

Use the income left to pay 
debts, buy gifts, make dona- 
tions and contribute to your 
emergency fund. Always hold 
back part of family income for 
savings and for unexpected 
expenses, : 

Then decide how much 
money is left to be used for 
major expenditures.

CONDENSATION ON INSIDE 
OF WINDOW PANES 

This is the time of year for 
questions about why window 
panes fog up, even when storm 
windows are used. 

It’s simply a matter of how 
much moisture air will hold at 
different temperatures. Warm 
air can hold more moisture than 
cold air. 95 

When warm air from the 
house comes in contact with a 
cold window, the air is cooled, 
and it can no longer hold as 
much moisture. So the moisture 
will condense and form water 
droplets or fog on the inside of 
the window. 

If you have storm windows, 
the condensation or fog may 
appear on the inside of the 
storm window when outside 
temperatures are low. Warm 
air that has seeped into the 
space between windows will 
deposit moisture on the colder 
storm window. If the outside 
temperature is low enough, the 
fog may be frozen to form 
beautiful (but vision-blocking) 


ice crystal patterns on your 
windows. 
Fog is a fairly normal 


condition at the beginning of the 
heating season. To prevent fog 
on storm windows, make sure 
all windows fit tightly and do not 
allow warm, moisture-laden air 
to seep into the space between 
windows.

The 
cost of chemicals has prevented 
some farmers from trying no-till 
planting, however, most 
farmers use several chemicals 
when they plant the conven- 
tional method at a cost only 
slightly higher than chemical 
costs in no-till. The savings on 
fuel will more than offset the 
additional cost of chemicals. 
Several new chemicals are in the 
trial stages, soon to be 
available, that will improve seed 
control and also contro! difficult 


FHA To Increase Funds 


For Gasohol 


The U, S. Farmers Home 
Administration (FmHA) is 
making farm loans available for 
on-the-farm production of 
gasohol and other petroleum- 
saving sources of fuel and 
energy. 

County Supervisor, Randy 
Johnson, announced that 
national agency officials have 
given a go-ahead for the use of 
FmHA Farm Real Estate and 
Production loans for ‘‘energy 
alternatives that are shown to be 
reliable and practical for use on 
the farm.’’ 

The State Director said 
FmHA offices in Alabama are 
prepared to receive applications 
for financing of fuel-alcohol or 
other energy devices that 
applicants propose to install on 
their farms. 

Most fuel produced with the 
loans is expected to be made 
from the farmer’s own grain or 
other raw material and used by 
the producing farmer as a 
homemade substitute for petro- 
leum products. 

Johnson said the agency’s 
action is ‘“‘in keeping with 
President Carter’s objective of 
reducing dependence on im- 
ported petroleum.”’ 

“Farm Ownership and 
Operating loans may be made 


for a wide variety of energy- 
related purposes such as 
insulation, solar heating and 
drying equipment, windmills, 
methane gas facilities and fuel 
alcohol distilleries.’’ 

“Much of this technology is 
just emerging from the experi- 
mental phase,’’ Johnson added, 
“but the time has come to begin 
to use it on the farm.’’ 

Regulations on lending by 
FmHA, a U. S. Department of 
Agriculture Credit Agency, 
limits its Farm Ownership and 
Operating loans to the owner- 
operators or tenant operators of 
‘family size farms. Others may 
uality for loans under a special 
Economic Emergency Program 
or for improvements of Farm 


Soil and Water Resources, 
Loans can be made only to 
applicants who show they 


cannot get credit from other 
sources. 


In non-Emergency Farm 
Loan Programs, loans obtained 
directly from FmHa are limited 
to $200,000 for real estate 
purposes and $100,000 for oper- 
ating purposes. The Kmits are 
$300,000 and $200,000 respect- 
ively, if loans are made by 
commercial lenders and guar- 
anteed by FmHa. 


Soil Survey Completed 


In County 


The soil survey made by the 
soil scientist working with the 
Soil Conservation Service shows 
there is a plow pan (traffic pan) 
at 6 to 10 inch depths in most 
row crop fields in Coffee 
County. It is more evident in 
the yellow soils and the sandy 
soil than in the red soils, 

This compacted layer is 
caused by plowing about the 
same depth year after year, and 
also by crossing the field with 
heavy mechanized farming 
equipment. The fewer trips 


across the field the better. The 
plow pan will hinder or prevent 
root penetration into the subsoil 


and will’ retard water moving 
down through the soil, thus 
increasing the erosion hazard 
and reducing crop yields. 

Subsoiling, alternating the 
depth of plowing, and reduced 
trips across the fields are ways 
this plow pan can be broken up 
or eliminated. 


Breaking the plow pan will 
allow roots an easier route into 
the subsoil. Also, more water 
will infiltrate into the soil, 
reducing the amount of runoff, 
thus reducing the erosion haz- 
ard. Crop yields should in- 
crease.

conservation benefits of limited 
trips over the field, however, 
no-till without some type of 
cover will not yield as high as if 
you had a cover crop or residue 
on the surface. Experiments on 
the Harden Farm in Pike County 
by Auburn Experiment Station 
showed a 50% yield increase of 
corn with a rye cover compared 
to corn planted no-till in a disced 
surface. Many farthers feel that 
subsoiling alone will make the 
difference, however the residue 
protects moisture and contri- 
butes equally to yield increases. 
Before any farmer enters 
into no-till planting, he should 
talk to someone either actively 
engaged in this type of planting 
or to the Soil Conservation 
Service. There are many 
management factors that have 
to be worked out and you will 
save yourself time and money to 
find these out prior to the 
planting time. If you are 
interested in no-till planting 
contact your local Soil Conserva- 
tion Office in New Brockton.

Don't wait until the last 
minute to get the tractor and 
other equipment in shape for 
spring plowing.

Chill cookies in refrigerator 
a few minutes, if they have been 
stored in warm places and 
frosting is slightly sticky. 
Break, cut or roll between fold 
of waxed paper to even crumbs. 

Beat egg whites and salt 
together until soft peaks form, 
Gradually beat in sugar, beating 
until stiff peaks form. Beat in 
vanilla, Fold in crumbs and 
chopped nut meats. 

Spread evenly in buttered 
9-inch pie plate. Bake in slow 
oven, 325 degrees F., 35 
minutes. Cool thoroughly. 

Serve with sweetened whip- 
ped cream on each wedge; or 
spread sweetened whipped 
cream over top, chill 3 to 4 hours 
and garnish with curls of shaved 
unsweetened chocolate.

GET THE FACTS

It is not when a _ person 
drinks or how often he drinks, 
but whether he can control the 
amount he drinks that deter- 
mines whether he has a problem 
or not. He may not get drunk 
every time he drinks, but very 
often he drinks more that he 
intended to and gets drunk more 
and more frequently. This is 
loss of control, Also, if he ‘‘just 
has to have’’ a drink - at any 
time - he is in danger of 
becoming dependent upon 
alcohol. From dependency to 
addiction is not far. 

Addiction to alcohol is a 
progressive and fatal disease if 
allowed to continue. It never 
gets better, only worse. As it 
progresses, there are only three 
ways out for the alcoholic. Of 
the three, two are bad. These are 
death or institutional care for 
the rest of his life. The third is 
more desirable, with far better 
results. This is to learn to live 
his life without drinking 
alcohol. By doing this he is able 
to arrest his disease and be a 
useful, productive member of 
society,

The Coffee County Com- 
mission met on Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 7, in a special called 
meeting with the county map- 
per, property appraiser, tax 
assessor and tax collector to 
discuss problems that occur too 
often when paying taxes. 

“We get a lot of comments 
from people around the 
county,’’ stated Commissioner 
Rex Boutwell, ‘‘and hear com- 
ments about problems when 
they go to pay taxes. We need 
to quit having so many com- 
plaints, and that means we have 
to keep the mistakes from 
recurring.’ 


“The problem,'’ answered 
Tax Collector Ronnie Burns, 
“‘was when corrections were 
made one year, they weren't 
carried over to the books the 
following year. We have 
discussed the problem and don't 
think it will happen again in the 
future."’ 


“I won't make any ex- 
cuses,’’ stated Tax Assessor 
Mack McKinney. “I have 
stressed to my help to be 
careful, but I can’t always be 
there, and mistakes are made. 
We have changed taxes three 
times in the past year and a half, 
and it did put us behind. We are

“The problem is that the 
operation is not running 
smoothly,’’ said mapper Roland 
Roberts. ‘I suggest the Com- 
mission appoint someone to go 
to each office and actually see 
what is going on. The solution 
to our problem is to take the 
geographical and property cards 
and put them on a computer 
disc. This will speed up the 
process. When I did my job, all 


the cards were in place, but 
after I turn them over, their 
upkeep is unstable. I’ve seen 
cards lying on desks and piled in 
corners."’ Under the present 
system,’’ added Burns, ‘the 
county can't afford a computer 
system. I have asked for 
individual assessment sheets for 
each piece of property; this will 
help! One other way we can 
help is for the assessor to check 
the records daily and file them. 
This will help clarify who owns 
property. Each piece of prop- 
erty should have an assessment 
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sheet, because that way one 
problem won't hold up paying 
the rest of the taxes, On 
receipts, all it gives is the total 
amount paid; it needs to tell 
which property is being paid for. 
The property owners want to 
know what taxes they're paying, 
and by updating the receipt 


books, they would know.”’

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Audit Reveals Tax Assessor 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, February 11, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and heard 
that Tax Assessor Mac 
McKinney may have to make 
back payments to the State 
Revenue Department for not 
adjusting tax rates on auto- 
mobiles. 


The County Commission 
raised the county's tax millage 
in September, and McKinney 
began collecting the new rates 
on everything except automo- 
bile tags. A recent audit 
revealed the mistake, and as 
soon as a total charge can be 
determined, McKinney will be 
presented a bill. 


County Attorney Joe Sawyer 
reported, ‘‘You haye only two 
choices - do nothing, or ask the 
State to forgive the debt. If you 
don’t do anything, Mr. Mc- 
Kinney will have to pay the 
money out of his own pocket.’’ 


The Commission instructed 
Sawyer to ask the State to 
consider the circumstances in- 
volved and forgive the debt. 
However, the Commission made 
it clear it would not help pay the 
debt if it is not forgiven. 


A major problem again arose 
over the make-up of the Ad- 
visory Planning Committee, and 
again no solution was found. 
The committee, when selected, 
will define problems and set 
objectives in the jail problem.
